We have covered lots of ball­ 
games over the past 15 to 20 years, 
including four state championships, 
but cannot remember a game giving 
us a bigger thrill than the one F ri­ 
day night.

To have an upset you have 
to have a weak team beat a stronger 
team and the upset here was in the 
ratings. 
The only way that you could list 
the outstanding boys in the game 
Friday night would be to just list the 
complete Hamlin roster as every 
boy that took the field did the job he 
was supposed to do and many times 
even more than this. 
The film of the game showed 
where the line was making holes in 
the Ballinger line big enough for 
anyone to run through and we have 
never seen any 
better downfield 
blocking. 


The Hamlin fans that made the 
long trip to Ballinger seemed to be 
as fired up as the boys from the 
very moment the team took the field 
and there is no question that this 
helped. 
And the whole coaching staff 
deserve a lot of credit for this vic­ 
tory for we have never seen a team 
as well scouted as Ballinger was. 
We seemed to know everything that 
they would try and seemed to know 
just where their weaknesses were. 
It was evident that many man-hours 
of work went into getting ready for 
this one. 
Of course, the mere fact that 
we had a boy playing in this game 
might have had something to do with 
the thrill we got out of this game. 
There is no question but what 
the Pipers proved that they have the 
capabilities of going all the way, if 
they go into each remaining game 
with the spirit and attitude they had 
last week. But, by the same token, 
they can be beaten bv any team left 
on the schedule if they spend too 
much time looking back at this vic­ 
tory or look too far ahead. 
They must play every game one 
at a time and give their very best in 
each one.
